TRACT. 

The ocean mail contract, just award- 
ed to Goodall, Perkins & Co., of 
California, has been taken at ati oxcep 
tiqnally low rate in anticipation, per- 
haps, of an immediate and large in 
crease in the carrying trade of the Pro 
* " vince, consequent on railway construc- 
tion. The vessels aro to be of a ton- 
nage that will admit, of their entrance 
to Victoria harbor, where freight des 
.tined for the Mainland will be discharg- 
ed i-ito smaller steamers and conveyed 
to New Westminster and Emory. 
From Victoria the now line of steamers 
will probably load with coal at Nanai- 
"mo. The annual subsidy now paid for 
the service is §54,000, trips being made 
three times each month. Under the 
new contract, supposing the trips to be 
made only three times a month, and 
the rato quoted in the telegram to 
mean the round trip, the subsidy will 
amount annually to §14,544— a little 
more than one-fourth the sum now 
paid. It is thought, however, that the 
amount stated refers to tho trip one 
way, in which case the amount of the 
subsidy will be double that which 
appears on the face of the telegram. It 
is probable a weekly servioo may 
be provided. Along with several in- 
ferior boats the new contractors have 
two or th'reo line new steamships, 
amongst which are the State of Cali- 
fornia, one of the finest vessels afloat, 
now running on the Portland route, 
and the Columbia, just ready for sea at 
Philadelphia. Hie other steamers of 
the fleet aro : The Victoria, the Ancon, 
the Los Angeles, tho Monterey, the 
Constantine, the Orizaba, the San Vin- 
cfkte, and the Newport. The same 
company have two large steamships 
under contract at Philadelphia, and 
contemplate the purchase of two Eng- 
lish propellers. We understand that 
the bouts put on this route will be all 
first-class, and that, if possible, a ser- 
vice superior to that of tho Pacific 
Mail I ornpany, which has proved 
enrn ntly satisfactory, and will bo hard 
to excel, will be maintained. 

Now that the contract for the ocean 
mail service has been awarded at a 
figure which, stated at the highest, is 
nearly §30,000, and by some is said 
to be §39,450 lower than the subsidy 
paid d iring the last five years, an 
op) ortunity is ofl'ered for the extension 
of our mail privileges, via the Sound, 
without increased charge to tho Federal 
exchequer. The sura now paid for the 
Bemi weekly service by that route is 
§5,000 yearly, and our passengers, 
mails and freight aro subjected to the 
great inconvenience of trans-shipment 
at Port Townsend. Now, to Port 
Townsend, distant only 45 miles from 
this port, our mails are brought daily 
and remain there until the departure of 
the boat for Victoria twice-a- week. Might 
not the contractors for the semi-weekly 
service be induced to run their large 
steamers through to Victoria every day 
for a slight increase of the subsidy now 
paid for the twice-a-week service, which 
gives anything but satisfaction? It 
is a plain question of dollars and cents. 
The Dominion now pay* §59,000 for 
the ocean and sound mail service. She 
is about to secure the former for a sum 
variously stated at §14,544 and §29,- 
088 per annum. Taking the latter 
figure as the basis, and adding §5,000, 
the amount now paid for the sound 
service, we have together §34,088. On 
top of this place another §10,000 for a 
daily mail Bervice by way of Puget 
Souni, and for §14,083 — about §10-, 
000 less than is now paid for the ocean 
serrice alone — we \. ould secure daily 
communication with Puget Sound with- 
out transhipment at Port Townsend. Is 
not this worth trying for? Not alone 
would the Province be largely bene- 
fitted w the increased travel, but the 
Dominion, in the enhanced revenue de- 
rived from a considerable addition to 
the number of consumers, would profit 
largely by the encouragement of the 
enterprise. The project ought to be 
immediately laid before the Dominion 
Government by the Board of Trade. 
"VVe feel sure that it would meet with 
encouragement. 

WHO ARE McNAMEE cfc CO.? 

McNamee & Co. are tho names of a 
firm of contractors in Montreal to 
whom, it is reported, the Premier now 
at Ottawa has awarded the contract for 
the construction of the drydock at Es- 
quimau. In 1878 they were the low- 
est tenderers for the construction of 
the drydock now underway at Que- 
bec. Their bid, together with ten 
others, was submitted to the chief en 
gineers — Kinipple & Morris, who are 
also engineers of the Esquinmlt works 

. .—and the Quebec Harbor Commission- 
ers. The latter body, supported by 
Messrs. Kinipple & Morris, reported 
that " feeling indisposed from all the 
information they have been able to 

j gather us to the personal standing of 
soma of the three loivest tendering firms, 
as xcell as the evident lack of practical ex 
perience and financial strength of others 
composing the same, they did not consid- 
er it expedient to award the contract to 
any. one of them." In consequence of 
this report, the bid of McNamee it Co., 
which was for §328,428.39, was set 
aside and that of Valin, Charlebois, 
Shanly & Feciiette, for §450,205.70, 
was accepted. It follows, therefore, 
that it Mr. Walkem has " boon and 
gone " and awarded tho contract to 
McNamee it Co. he has committed a 
silly act — the silliest act (baring one) 
of his political career. Wo await con- 
firmation; and while awaiting it direct 
the attention of reiders who may wish 
to confirm the state aerit respecting the 
standing of MoNauee & Co. to« the 
Sessional Papers of tho Canadian Par- 
liament, Vol XII, No. 10, 1879. 



Short "Water Supply — How to P.u- 
medy It. 

To tiie Editor of The Colonist : — 
Sir, — I see by the report in your paper 
this morning that the City Council 
contemplate borrowing more money 
for the water works. Now, in my 
opinion, thore is no need of borrowing 
any more money at present, as I am 
sure that the water works as at present 
will supply all the water that may be 
required until we get a very much 
larger population than -we havo now or 
Are likely to have for the next four or 
five years. I am sure the taxes are as 
lieavy as the majority of the ratepayers 
can stand. Then why should we be 
saddled with a further debt of §50,000 
or §100,000? 

If there is not enough force to send 
the water to the head of Fort street 
when tho water is running through all 
the pipes of the city, let the engineer- 
turn tho water off all pipes below 
Douglas street for two hours during 
the day and let the few customers at 
the head of Fort street supply them- 
selves with a good tank and they will 
never bo short of water, as there will 
be plenty of force to send them all the 
water required. This would be a much 
more satisfactory way to get over the 
difficulty. Thereisanother way by which 
the wator-rate might bo increased, 
which is to put a half water-rate on all 
lots that tho water pipes pass. Thero 
is now a half water-rate on all houses 
that tho pipes pass that do not take 
the water, and a lot is just as much 
enhanced in value by the water passing 
as if thero was a house on it.

IRELAND. 
Dublin Feb. 21. — Valentine Dillon, 
upon whom the responsibility of the 
org:.;. Nation of the Mansion House 
Committee chiefly rests, and who is 
thoroughly familiar with the situation, 
states that the distress in Ireland is in- 
creasing instead of diminishing. The 
worst time he thought, would bo in 
June and July. If subscriptions should 
cease now funds would soon bo ex- 
hausted and people will dio of starva- 
tion. 

Tho Archbishop of Bordeaux, in for- 
warding five hundred francs to tho 
Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, says 
France and Ireland are inseparable 
names recalling a community of faith 
and long standing exchange of sympa- 
thy. 

Confidential reports respecting the 
nature of the agitation in Ireland have 
reached the Pope which show three- 
foyrths of it is due to a spirit of social- 
ism. Very precise instructions to Irish 
Bishop? are being prepared exhorting 
them to take caro that in relieving dis- 
tress they do not play into tho hands 
of those working for a political object. 

Loudon, Feb. 21. — Tho publisher 
and printers of the Sporting and Dra- 
matic News have been held in their own 
recognizance for trial on a charge of 
libelling Lord Mayor Gray of Dublin. 
It is understood that an adjournment 
of hearing of tho case with a view of 
enabling the defendants to compromise 
by subscribing to the Irish relief fund, 
was allowed; but the amount they 
uffered failed to satisfy the Lord Mayor. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Feb. 21. — A council of min- 
isters to-day discussed the question of 
the extradition of Hartman. The Rus- 
sian ambassador has promised to speedi- 
ly communicate tho documents. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Feb. 21. — Colonel 
Synge, whom Sir Austin Layard sent 
last month to distribute relief among 
the Mussel men refugees in Eastern 
Roumelia, has been captured with his 
wife by Greek brigands near Salonika. 
The bandits demand a large ransom. 
Col. Synge, writes to tho British Con- 
sul at Salonica urging him to prevent 
the despatch of troops, as the brigands 
threaten to kill him and his wife if 
armed force is sent against them. Sir 
Austen Layard has ordered the gun 
boat Rapid to Salonica to inquire aa to 
the bust course to pursue for their lib- 
eration. 

Athens, Feb. 22. — In consequence 
of the capture, by Greek brigands, of 
Col. Synge and his wife while on the 
way from Constantinople to Eastern 
Roumelia, the British ironclad Invin- 
cible has been despatched to Salonica. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 21.- — The news 
from the interior of the empire is heart- 
rending. The famino and diphtheria 
are decimating the population. The 
provinces of Saratof and Kief, which 
annually export in ordinary times enor- 
mous quantities of grain, had scarcely 
anv crop last year. The calamity is 
aggravated by the want of fodder for 
cattle and the peasants are forced to 
sell '.hem. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 22.— The 
Journal de St. Petersburg dwells upon 
tho necessity of the extradition of regi- 
cides upon the ground that they can- 
not be regarded as political criminals. 

New York, Feb. 21. — A London 
special gives the following from the 
Standard's Berlin correspondent : Late 
ly the Czar has hardly ever left the 
Winter Palace, and when he went 
abroad he was surrounded by a cloud 
of mounted officers who concealed the 
carriage and protected the inmates with 
their bodies. In the Palace he was ac- 
cessible only to diplomats, dignatariea 
and officors of the household. At the 
chapel detectives occupied seats that 
were formerly reserved fordistinguished 
visitors. Detectivesinfested tho kitchen. 
Every dish was tasted by persons of 
rank specially selected for that pur- 
pose. Tha Erop»ror did not ovon ven- 



ture to opon his letters, documents 
steeped in poison having repeatedly 
been sent to him. Yet with all these 
elaborate precautions it occurred to 
nobody to search for tho advertised and 
placarded mino in the basement. 

The Emperor and the Duchess of 
Edinburgh were seated in an open 
apartment, next to the dining room, 
when they heard tho report of the ox- 
plosion by which the lights were exting- 
uished and gas-pipe burst. The princesses 
officers and valets went blindly through 
tho dark and then poured promiscuous- 
ly through tho royal apartments. The 
sovereign was found groping his way 
out of the fatal quarter. All who saw 
the sight of Alexander tho Second 
leading his daughter away from the 
mine of dynamite say it was one that 
could never be forgotten. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb. 23. — A walking-match 
will, probably bo arranged between 
Blower Brown, winner of the cham- 
pionship of England belt, and Charles 
Rowell, fo r ■£l,000^as ide. 

DELAYED J3ISPATGHES. 

EUROPE. 

Paris, Feb. 20. — A Russian subject 
named Hartmann has been arrested 
here upon a charge of having connec- 
tion with tho Moscow explosion. Rus- 
sia has made a formal demand for his 
extradition, and documents in support 
of the demand are expected shortly. 

London, Feb. 20. — The common 
council of tho city of London, by a vote 
of 2 to 45, today rejected a motion for 
an address of congratulation to the 
Czar on his escape from assassination. 

Berlin, Feb. 20. — Among those who 
decamped after the explosion in the 
Winter Pabicu is the captain of the 
Palace guard. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20. — Simulta- 
neously with the explosion in tho Win- 
ter Palace, bombs were thrown into the 
adjoining streets. A person was arrest- 
ed who was seen leaving tho palace just 
after the explosion. 
- Tho Golos states that the cellar under 
the Winter Palace was occupied by 
four joiners. Three have been arrest- 
ed. The estimated weight of the dyna- 
mite was about four pounds. The 
Winter Palace and other palaces are 
being 1 carefully searched by a company 
of specially charged soldiers. The total 
number of persons killed by the explo- 
sion is ten. The funcral^of the victims 
takes place to-day. 

London, Feb. 20.— Rev. Charles 
Miller, Rector of Harlow, Essex, 
whoso case was lately brought before 
the Dean of Arches, on account of his 
conducting services while in a state of 
intoxication, was suspended for two 
years. He is 83 years of ago, and was 
in the habit of taking port wino to 
strengthen him for the afternoon ser- 
vice, and it often proved too much for 
him. Ho had refused to resign or 
allow services to bo conducted by a 
curate. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Columbus (O.), Feb. 18. — A State 
Journal Marion special to-night gives 
an account of the discovery of perpetual 
motion by Wm. S. Obern and Wm. F. 
Hyett, of Richland, Township, Marion 
County. The truth of the discovery is 
vouched for by leading citizens. Says 
the special: "It consists of a large iron 
wheel, containing a large number of 
slides, inclined planes, etc. It will 
start itself. Obern is a miller by trade 
and Hyett is a mechanic. They have 
been working at the machine for some 
time. Tho model has been made and 
sent to Washington for a patent. 

New York, Feb. 20. — A large five 
story iron front building, 3S4 to 386 
Broadway, burned this evening, Losses: 
Hazen Todds it Co., importers of silk, 
§400,000; Dickerhofit, Rufluer it Co., 
tailors' trimmings, §250,000; James 
Wilde, jr., it Co., manufacturing tail- 
ors, §350,000; loss on building, $50,- 
000; insurance unknown. During tho 
progress of tho fire the companies on 
the roof made an effort to cut through 
tho thick plates, but feeling the roof 
giving way, they were obliged to re- 
treat. Two members of Hook and 
Ladder No. l,Thos. L. Doughorty and 
John F. Cassidy, were the last to de- 
sist from their work and remained too 
late to escape. The roof gave way 
suddenly and the two firemen fell into 
the blazing abyss to be consumed. 

Rev. Edward Cowley, lato manager 
of the Shepherd's Fold, who was con- 
victed of cruelly treating and starving 
children under his care, was arraigned 
this morning for sentence. Recorder 
Smytho gave the cxtremo penalty of the 
law — ono year in state's prison and 
§250 fine. 

Chicago, Feb. 18. — A special from 
Fargo, Delta, says: The weather is so 
severe that travel west has almost been 
entirely abandoned, it costing the 
Northern Pacific §100 per passenger 
from Fargo to Bismarck. This is 
hurting the Black Hills travel. From 
St. Paul to Fargo trains run on sum- 
mer time, but west of here Old Boreas 
scorns to be on an endless carnival. A 
dozen trains are now trying to get 
either way. The depression of mercury, 
the velocity of wind and depth of snow 
have all been unprecedented. The 
oldest aborigine has no recollection of 
any similar winter.

— Tho funeral 
of the late Hon. E. B. Chandler, late 
Lieut. .Govornor, who died on tho 7th 
inst., took place this afternoon from 
Government House, and was attended 
by an immense concourse of citizens. 
Business in this city was generally sus- 
pended. The church bells tolled, flags 
were flying half-mast, and in other 
places respect was shown to tbo mem- 
ory of the t'e:eased. 

"Brown's Wharf, Ont., Feb. 0. — 
Alox. P. Ross, late purser for the O. 
P. N. Co., and now grain merchant at 
Brown's wharf, committed suicide lust 
night (Sunday) at 10.30 p.m., by shoot- 
ing himself in the mouth with a shot- 
gun. Business troubles seem to be the 
cause. 

Ottawa, Fob. 12.— Hon. R. D. Wil 
mot has been appointed Lieut. -Govern- 
or of New Brunswick in the room of 
tbo late Governor Chandler. Hon. D. 
L, Macpherson succeeds Mr. ^Yilulot 
as Speaker of the Senate, with a seat 
in the Cabinet, while Mr. Boyd, of St. 
John, receives the vacant Senatorship. 

English Hail. 

(Per Steamer Itabol.] 

The British Museum has acquired 
about 1,000 more tablets and fragments 
of inscribed terra-cotta documents from 
Babylon. Among them is a tablet 
of Samsu-Irba, a Babylonian monarch, 
hitherto unknown, v ho probably lived 
about tho time of Burdes, and was one 
of the intermediate rulers between 
Cam by sos and Darius, B. C. 518. An- 
other fragment had a representation of 
one of the gates of Babylon. 

From London Truth: — " The Bishop 
of Manchester's marriage with Miss 
Duncan, of Bath, takes place next 
month, and the clergy of the diocese 
are subscribing for a present to his 
Lordship on the occasion. The sub- 
scription is limited to one guinea. The 
engagement has lasted, I bear, a quar- 
ter of a century, and the lady's mother 
having recently died, it iB thought the 
marriage should bo no longer delayed, 
notwithstanding the helpless condition 
of tho Bishop's mother, to whom he has 
been so devoted a son." 

The. Molva, a financial, commercial, 
and literary paper, published at St. 
Petersburg, has been virtually stopped 



• 

by being prohibited from receiving ad- 
vertisements. The Molva is the only- 
Russian newspaper which has consist- 
ently advocated retrenchment, a reduc- 
tion of army expenditure, and a pacific 
policy throughout, particularly towards 
England. 

Taa.Sntor-Ccoanlo Canal. 

. New Yoek, Feb. 9. — A \Vashing- 
ton special to the World says in refer- 
ence to the Inter-Oceanic canal ques- 
tion, the general feeling in favor of a 
strong policy in both rlousesisso mani- 
fest that the President is convinced 
the matter is in no immediate danger 
of becoming a party question. The 
President accordingly informed Evarts 
of his intention to insist upon a reso- 
lute development of the traditional 
American policy on this subject. The 
President and Secretary had soveral 
important conferences, Evarts persist- 
ing in a temporizing course and the 
President strenuously urging prompt 
and decisivo measures. It is under- 
stood tho President concluded to send 
a special message to Congress, advocat- 
ing the ro-aflirmation of tho Monroe 
doctrine as applied to the Isthmus. 
The enemies of Evarts hope that this 
may lead to his withdrawal from the 
Cabinet. Some even talk of its open- 
ing the way to his impeachment on the 
China question. 

Japan. 

Thero appears to be great uneasiuess 
with regard to the Looohoo question in 
Tokio. It is said that the Hiyei Kwan, 
an ironclad ship-of-war, will shortly be 
despatched to China with an envoy 
specially accredited for the negotiation 
of an understanding between the two 
governments. 

Tho published estimates of last year's 
harvest show a surplus of over twenty- 
two per cent, on the average yield of 
rice, equivalent to 7,300,000 koku, or 
about 4 1 ,700,600 bushels at 1 64 pounds 
to the quarter. Th'rs magnificent re- 
sult affords to the country a true source 
of woalth. 

The Japanese arsenals are said to be 
engaged day and night in the prepara- 
tion of war material ; in which respect 
the news from China shows that equal 
activity prevails in the neighboring 
empire. 

China. 

• At Yengping-foo, a district city 
about three days' journey from Foo 
chow, the Rev. Nathan Sites, a mem- 
ber of tho Methodist Episcopal Mis- 
sion, while walking quietly through the 
streets, was waylaid by a hired mob, 
and, after having been severely beaten 
by tho ruffians, was on the point of be- 
ing deliberately drowned by his hire- 
ling prosecutors when the magistrate, 
most fortunately, arrived on tho scene, 
and barely succeeded in saving his life. 

An imperial decree has been issued, 
ordering the decapitation of Li Yang- 
tsai, and directing his head to be sent 
to Annum for exhibition. Thus an- 
other rebellion has been stamped out 
by the ruling dynasty. 

A very general improvement has 
taken place in the whole internal trade 
of the Chinese Empire. 

A Hafcor of Diamonds. 

London, Feb. 20.— Prof. Nevil 
Story Mnskelyne of tho mineral de- 
partment of ' the British museum, 
writes to the Times announcing the en- 
tire success of J. Ballnntyne Hannay, 
of Glasgow, a fellow of the Chemical 
Society of London, in producing dia- 
monds. He says Hannay sent him 
somo crystalizcd particles presenting 
exactly the appearance of fragments of 
broken diamonds, and these diamonds 
easily scarred deep grooves in the 
polished surface of a sapphire. Han- 
nay's process will soon be announced 
to the Royal Society. In his letter on 
tho subject of the production of arti- 
lical diamonds Prof. Story, after de- 
scribing various tests applied, concludes 
that there is no doubt whatever that 
Ballantyne Hannay hits succeeded in 
solving the problem and removing 
from scientific chemistry the oppro- 
brium which has so long adhered to it. 
This element had never been crystaliz- 
ed by man till Hannay achieved the 
triumph.

New York, Feb. 3.— The Herald's 
Dublin special says Parnell's unwar 
ranted attacks on the Mansion House 
Committee are regarded as utterly in- 
explicable, and' cause great consterna- 
tion among his friends.
